Re- 
ynoyals and appointments, so faras [ know any- 
thing about them, or have anything to do witao 
them, are made simply because the good of the 
Servite requires them, and this is one of those 
gases, and involves no discredit tothe officer. 

THE COLORED QUESTION. 

The fellowing letter, addressed to a member 
of congress, who has been working to secure a 
change of assigumentof oneof the recent 
West Point graduates to a colored regiment, is 
interesting in this connection as showing what 
other graduates may expect during Secretary 
Endicott’s aaministration. At the request of 
the war department, the name of the parties 
referred to are withheld: 

Wark D&BrARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C., August 
9th, 1885.—Sir; Your note of the 5th instant, ask- 
ing the secretary of war to reconsider the action 
stated in my letter of the °d instant, relative to 
the assignment oi Lieutenant Blank to the blank 
regiment, was handed tothe secretary yesterday, 
and his reply thereto is as follows: 

The secretary of war regrets that the reasons 
stated in the letter of the adjutant general do not 
convince you that he cannot. properly 
charge the assignment o! Lieutenant 
Blank. if ever ofticer assigned 
to duty in a colored regiment, object to such as- 
signment, on account of the fact that the troops 
aie colored, it may be impossib]s to procure ofii- 
mers for those regiments. You must bear in mind 
that they hold tne same status in the ary of the 
United States as any troops ofthe line, All regi- 
ments stand on perfect equality before the law. 
They are equally entrusted withthe keeping of 
the fagand with the honor of the country, 
and it is important that the colored regi- 
menis should be well officered and led on all occa 
sions as other regiments. While under the law, 
they af® maintained as partof the army of the 
United States, the secretary of war can know no 
inequality, and it is his duty to assign officers to 
them upon the same principles which govern the 
assignments of a)l officers. The good oi the ser- 
vice, the provisions of law, the discipline of the 
army and unhesitating obedience to the orders 
demand that the officers should acquiese when as- 
signed such regiments. \ery renpocsiay your

Ajutant-Genera! 
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The Navy Takes Similar Action. 


Wasuinoeton, August 14.—An order similar 
to that recently issued by Secretary Endicott, 
will shortly be sent ont by the navy depart- 
ment. The navy regulations require that the 
officer shall serve three years at sea, and three 
years on shore, returning at the 
end of the latter period to sea 
duty. Complaint has been made by some 
officers that they did not receive their full time 
onshore. To remedy any such evil that 
may exist two oflicere, one from the line and 
one from the staff, will probably be detailed at 
sn early date to keep a record showing the 
kind of work the officers are employed on 
and the length of time that they have been 
engaged. When three years of duty have 
elapsed the officers will be sent to sea.

President Cleveland Called Upon to Con- 
vene Congress, 

PirtesurG, Pa., August 14.—The trades 
organizations throughout the United States 
will issue a petition tomorrow, requesting 
President Cleveland.to call an extra session of 
congress, to be, devoted exclusively to 
measures for the relief of the industrial 
classes of the country and the revival of busi- 
ness. The petition, after calling the attention 
of the president tothe genera! stagnation of 
business, says:

WasHIncton, August 14.— Acting Commis- 
sioner Walker, of the general land oifice, has 
declined to issue any more patents to the 
Northern Pacific railroad, pending the decis- 
ion fixing the legal status of the road. In this 
regard he follows the rule laid down by Com- 
missioner Sparks, in relation to the California 
and Oregon and the Uregon and California 
roads. The question at issue briefly 
stated is that the road was not 
completed within the time required by law, 
and not until congress has taken definite ac- 
tion in one way or the other, no steps should 
be taken to place it beyond the power of the 
legislative branch of the government to pro- 
tect the public rights.

Opposition Developing to the Renomiaa. 
tien of Governor Hoadly. 

CLEVELAND, August 14.—The Ohio demo- 
cratic state convention, which is to be held at 
Columbus on the 19th and 20th instant, is ex- 
citing no small degree of interest, and a task 
ot some difficulty will be in its hands. It is 
nota foregone couclusion that Governor Hoad- 
ly will again head the ticket. Judge 
Hoadly is an able man, but he 
is wolully lacking in political 
balance, and his conduct of his campaign two 
years ago was full of mistakes. He is too im- 
pulsive to make a shrewd and calculating pol- 
itician, and too erratic and full of moods to 
meet the publicity day after day and forever 
beguile it into his way of thinking and lead it 
to his support at the polls. Whatever he for 
the moment thinks,that to him is revealed gos- 
pe) and his first impulse is to enunciate it from 
the first platform. on which he may hap- 
pen to be placed. It comes on good inside 
authority thata deep feeling against his re- 
nomination exists in Cincinnati, his home, 
and that serious opposition frem that quarter 
may yet arise. Judge Hoadly was never pop- 
ular with the democratic masses of Cincinnati, 
as his ways were not their ways, and he never 
paid much attention to lecal affairs or local 
leaders until he came up as a candidate for 
nomination for governor. There never was 
any real loyalty for him in Hamilton county. 

iEx-Mayor Means, of Cincinnati, is said to 
desire the position of lieutenant governor, and 
to that ont favors the nomination of some man 
for the head of the ticket from the central or 
northern partofthestate. It is not, therefore, 
settled that Hoadly will be renominated, and 
it is altogether more than likely that any 
decided show of opposition may drive 
him from the field altogether. 
Little 18 gaid about the minor 
laces on the ticket or touching the platiorm. 
The latter will, of course, declare for a liquor 
license law, a8 it has done for several years in 
the past. The great contest this year is, in 
fact, over the legislature, no matter how much 
each side may try tc cover the question up and 
keep the United States senatorship in the 
background. It will not stay there, but re- 
veals itself at almost every turn and corner o! 
the debate.

EXTRAVAGANT IN DRESS. 
A Siratnge Story From the Pennsylvania 
Lupatic Asylum, 
PHILADELPHIA, August 14.—A woman has 
just been discharged from the state lunatic 
asylum, where she has been confined twenty- 
seven years, on charge preferred by her fa- 
ther,for ‘“‘extravagance and eccentricity.”” She 
had been a woman of extravagant taste, and a 
society leader in her younger days. 
Her father, a physician, became impoverished 
but the daughter did not accommodate herself 
to the changed circumstances and continued 
to run up heavy bills for dress and finally 
ordered.a piano and set of farniture, which she 
sold béfore paying for them. Because of this 
act, and to “save the family honor,” the 
girl was sent to the asylum in July, 1858. 
Her tather died, and his daughter remained 
n the asylum until Eattent was called to 
her case at the National convention of chari- 
ties and correction, held in Washington last 
june. Investigationdeveloped the fact that 
the woman never had been insane, and is now 
a woman of sixty years, with a sound mind 
end healthy body. She has made her home 
with a friend who has constantly labored for 
ber release.

Cincinnati, August 14.—A decision of inter- 
est to insurance companies has been rendered 
in the United States court by Justice Mathews 
today, in a suit brought by the fire association 
of Vhiladelphia against John H. Law « Co., 
insurance agents of this city, for money due. 

In the answer and cross petition of John H. 
Law & Co., itis stated that they were until re- 
cently general agents of a Philadelphia com- 
pany for the states of Ohio, Indiana, West 
Virginia and a portion of heninck s 
wrat cepaery they hat established a valuable 
business in this territory, which the fre asso- 
ciation now threatened to destroy. They, 
therefore, raised the question as to whether 
they could be disturbed in the possession of 
the good will and business represented by-the 
sub agencies they had established, by the te- 
cent action of the fire association in requesting 
their sub-agents to deal directly with the 
home firm instead of through the Cincinnati 
agency as formerly. Justice Matthews di- 
rected that John H. Land & Co. could recover 
damages against the fire association.

BILLY: BURNS, THE GENTLEMAN 


A Young Burglar Whe Ras Made a Good 
Record. 

Detrorr, August 14.—From the description 
ofthe ‘‘gentlemanly burglar’ furnished by 
Judge Brown, of the United States court, and 
others who received calls from him during the 

st few months, the police decided that “Bil- 
he Burns was the man who 
accomplished these bold and cley- 
er yobs. The entire detective force 
bave been looking for him, and this morning 
at 2 o'clock he was run down and captured ia 
a house where he was sleeping. He fought 
desperately, and it took the combined efforts 
of feur officers to overpower and handcuff him. 
A 28 calibre self-cocking revolver was under 
his pillow; which the officers were quick 
emough to prevent his using. This fore- 
noon a house was visited in another 
quarter of the city, where Burns 
bad been stopping, and the “officers  se- 
cured a large leather satchel belonging to 
him. Bcesices some articles of clothing there 
was a dark lantern, alight pair of rubbers, 
and a couple of dozen drills, punches, and fine 
sews, in fact, all the tools necessary to do a 
first-class job on a safe. The officers think they 
will be able to trace several daring burglaries 
committed here within two months past to 
Burns including that at Judge Brown’s house. 

Burns is one ot the coolest and most desper- 
ete burglars in the United States. He ig 28 
years oid and was reared in Detroit. In 1877 
he was arrested for the burglary ofa residence 
in this city, convicted and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary. He had an excel- 
lent record in prison, tauglita Bible class in 
the prison Sunday echool, and pretended to 
be converted from his evil ways. Through the 
in+ervention of influential friends She was 
transferred toa smaller prison, whence he 
escaped, but was recaptured at Louisville, 
Ky., aller 9 struggle, in which he nearly 
killed a detective by a blow from a bar of 
iron. His term expired last year. 
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TWO MBXICANS HANGED. 


One of Them Smokes a Cigar While the 
Other Makes a Speech, 

Lareno, Tex, August 14.—At 5 o’clock this 
afterncon, Cristino Aldava and Caledomes 
Chevarria, two Mexican murderers, were 
hapged in the jailyard here, in the presence of 
several thousand spectators, many of whom 
were Mexicans from acrosstheriver. Aldava 
confessed from the scaffold. Chevarria stood 
smoking a cigar while Aldava then harangued 
for forty minutes, endeavoring to 
establieh his innocence, Both men 
adjusted the ncoses about their necks, and 
were stolidiy indifferent tothe end. Just as 
the black cap was being adjusted Aldava rec- 
ognized an acquaintance and asked him to 
take charge of his body, to which request 
many Mexicans responded. Both men fellat 
the eame moment, and their necks were 
broken. The bodies were cut down in ten 
minutes. 
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AN OFFICER IN DANGER. 


Sheoting and Fatai Wounding of an Escap- 
ing Desperado, 

Lancaster, Pa., August 14.—Sberiff Werk- 
inger, of hork county, accompanied by De- 
tective Still, of York, arrested at Middleton 
last night Hiram Frantz, a notorious charac- 
ter, charged with bighway robbery. Subse- 
quently Frantz broke away from his captors 
ad started inarun.

THE QUEEN SPEAKS 


TO HER NBOBLB LORDS ANDLOYAL | 
COMMONS. 


Peritament Prorogued Until the S3lstefOctever-The 
Queen Touches upon the Various Points of 
Legisiation During the Past sGession— 

The Russian Questiou—VUhoilers, 


Lonpox, August 14.—Darliament was pro- 
rogued today. The following isthe queen’s 
speech proroguing the session: 


“My Lords and Gentlemen: I am glad to be able 
to relieve you from the labors of the session which 
bas becn protracted and eventful. When you * 
assembied in October I tuformed you that an ex- 
pecition was advancing up the vailey of the Nile 
to the reliefof Khartoum. Three months later, 
with deep sorrow, which was shared byall my 
people. l learned that the expedition arrived to 
late. The beroic Gordon and his companions hat 
fallen. Anendeavor which was ineffectual was 
made toreach Khartoum by constricting a rail- 
way from Snakim to Berber. My 
troops were ultimately withdrawn from 
the whole of the esstern Sondan except 
Suakim, and from western Soudan down to Alasn.- 
yert. Although the objects of the expedition were 
uvattained, | have creat reason to be proud of the 
bravery and endurance displayed by my soldiers 
and sailors. and of the skill wherewith they have 
been commanded. 

[ received with great pleasure the loyal offers of 
military assistance for this campaign from my 
colonies, and from the native princes of India, and 
a contingent from the colony of New South Wales 
seived with distinction in the action ou the coast 
ofthe Red sea. The death of Ei Mahdi will prob- 
ably enable me to perform with less difficulties 
the duties toward the ruler and people of Egypt 
which events bave imposed upon me. I shall not 
relax my efforts to place the government in good 
order in that country upon a tirm foundation. 

My relation with the other powers are of a 
friendly nature. The difficulties which at one time 
were of an anxious character, arose between my 
government and Russia concerning the limits of 
the teritory of my ally, the ameer of Afghanistan. 
Negotiatious for their adjustment still continue, 
aud will, I trust, lead at an early period, to a 
satisfactory settlement 

The progress of events in South Africa has com- 
pelled me, in theinterest of the native races, to 
take under wy protection Bechuanslaud, and 
order adjacent territories. 

lam teking the necessary steps to place the 
northwest frontier of my Indian empire in condi- 
tion of adequate defence, in the 
absence of which the prosperity and tranquility of 
my Incian subjects are liable, from time to time, 
to be inter: upted and disturbed, 

Gentiemen of the house ofcommons: I thank 
you for the liberality wherewitb, during*the past 
year you have provided for the services of the 
coubtry. 

My iordsand gentiemen: I have had the pleas- 
ure Of givipg wy sssent to the measure enabling 
federal action in certain matters to be taken by 
my colonies in Australia to the much needed 
amendment to the criminal law, to the bill estao- 
lishing a new departmentinthe government for 
the manegement of Scottish aflairs. I have also 
been giac to concur in the measure increasing the 


number of cccupyipg free holds in Ireland. I 
notice, with si ‘gratification, that an effort 
has been made by a bill, whereto assented 
to diminish the evils ol overcrowded and insani- 
tary dwellings which hinder so closely, the moral 
ard material well being of the laboring classes, 
regret the depression which so prevailed in 
any of the imported trades and agricultural 
i manufacturing industries of the coutitry, 
which still continues. I have directed the 
issue of a commsesssion toinguiring into tae causes 
of this depression, and to ascertain where it can

principally occupied by the enlargement of the 
clectorate, and the extensive change which you 
baye in copse:,uence made in the consritution of 
the house of commons. | earnestiy trust 
that these comprehensive measures may increase 
the efliciency of parliament, and may add con- 
tenitment ameng my people. It is my perpen 
before long to seek their counsel by the dissolu- 
tron of parliament. 

I prey the blessing of God may rest upon their 
extended liberties, and that the number who are 
called upon to exercise the new power will dis- 
plsy sobriety and discernment which nave for so 
lopg a period marked the history of this nation. 

Beicre the prorogation, Lord Kandoiph Church- 
ill, secretary of state for India, repiying toa 
qnestion, said the duties of the Afghan boundary 
commission had not yet been completed, and that 
the government did not intend to withdraw the 
commission.

The Sickening Details of Leath and Dese- 
lation. 

Maveip, August 14.—The cholers returas 
for yesterday show 1,389 deaths and 3,£35 new 
cases throughout the country. The re turas, 
however, sre not complete. 

In Granada the cholera is increasing \¥er- 
fully. In the province, outside thecity, tiqere 
have been reported today 213 deaths from the 
disease, and 485 new cases, and in the city 21\* 
deaths and 455 new cases. The popular agi- 
tation against sanitary interference has beom 
renewed in Seville. The local authorities have? 
all resigned. The shops are closed, no busi- 
ness is being done and the scourge has an ua- 
obstructed field. 

A gratifying’ decrease is reported in the 
pumber of cholera cases in Madrid today. Is 
the capitel there were 19 new cases and i! 
deaths, and in the province 72 new cases and 
28 deaths. In Saragossa the epidemic is 
decreasing slightly. In Granada 
the condition 
many doctors are dying. 
infected with the sco by which entire 
families bave been carried away. The tetal 
number of deaths in the infected provinces 
since the outbreak of the epidemic i s 57,008, 
and it is estimated that 60,000 persons have 
fied from the kingdom. 

The Gazette says that during the past 24 
hours 5,600 new cases of cholera an 
deaths from the disease were re 
out all Spain. During that 
apd 38 deaths were reported in this city. The 
aspect of affairs is ming more serious 
here, the epidemic having appeared in the 
foundling hospitals and other public 
establishments, and in the best quarters of the 


city. 

Si spieenaie August 14.—There were 20 
deaths from cholera heretoday. Atthe Phare 
hospital 8 cases were adm: and 2 patients . 
died. There are now 53 patients under treas- 
ment in the hoepital. 

The municipal authorities of this city at- 
tribute the outbreak of cholera here to the 
proximity of the camp, which was recently 
disbanded, and in which typhoid fever waa 
creating havoc among the troops. 

Wasatnetox, August 14.—United States 
Consul Mason, at Marseilles, in a cablegram 
to the secretary of state, today says that 
cholera in that place is Asiaticfand very fatal. 
The deaths number forty daily. The disease 
is spreading to the interior. 

GisraLtar, August 14.—All the vessels ar- 
riving here from Portuguese ports are quar- 
antined.

“strike,” shipping would be as securely 
cirected and at a great saving in cost. 
But experience shows that to 
abolish thecompulsory principle and make 
pilotage a competitive and optional service, 
does not diminish its efficiency, but has in 
factacontrary effect and just as in any other 
business, the active and enterprising among 
them to do better and the ‘dead weod”’ only, 
is killed off. Ifthere are too many in the ser- 
vice, it is their misfortune and should not be 
# burden upon a struggling commerce. These 
facts have been realized and the results ac. 
cepted along all the Atlantic coast from the 
icy and rockbound shores of Nova Scotia to 
the capes of North Carolina.

SHE CHOLERA PANIC 

One frightful feature of the cholera in 
Spaun is the panic attending it. 

It is bad enough to have the plague seizing 
over 4,000 new victims a day, with a death 
rate of about 1,700 daily, but itis worse to 
bave an entire nation plunged into frantic 
despair and anarchy. 

So hopeless and helpless are the Spaniards 
that in many towns and cities they leave the 
cholera victims unburied in the streets until 
night, when gangs of drunken ruffians drag 
them off and throw them into trenches dug 
for the occasion. In their frenzy the people 
attack the doctors and kill them. Each dsy 
adds to the horrors of the situation. 

We cannot believe that thiscountry would 
suffer as much as Spain has done from such 
a visitation. We have better sanitary condi- 
tions and more efficient government. But 
we do not care to experiment with anything 
so dangerous. It is much wiser, as well as 
easier, to keep cholera out of a country than 
to suppress it after it once getsin. We must 
not be too confident. The decaying vegeta- 
tion of summer and the autumnal rains will 
invite disease, and for the next two months 
our quarantine should be more vigorous than 
ever. Equally important is the thorough 
cleanliness of every city, town and hamlet, 
If we expect to keep the pestilence from 
gaining a foothold onour shores between 
now and winter we must do some of the best 
sanitary work that wasever done, and we 
must keep it up for some time.

DEADLY AND DESTRUCTIVE. 

Picking up three exchanges at random yes- 
terday, we read the following items: 

“A daughter of Mr. Vanderwort, residing 
fifteen miles west of Dallas, Texas, was burn- 
ed todeath yesterday by the explosion of a 
can of coai oil which she had called to her 
aid in attempting to build a fire.”’ 

‘‘Near Waco, Texas, Gus Brock attempted 
to build a fire with coal oil. He wasseverely 
burned, barely escaping with his life.”’ 

“At Mobile Wednesday the explosion of 
an oil Jamp caused the destruction of Mrs, 
Kennedy’s house and furniture.”’ 

“At Columbis, S. C., Tuesday Miss John- 
s0n was severely, perhaps fatally, burned by 
the explosion of a can of kerosene oil.’’ 

The above paragraphs were noted by casting 
a casual gisnce at three of the first exchanges 
that came to hand, Doubtless a search 
throvgh the columns of our mail for the day 
would have resulted in bringing to lighta 
score or more of similar incidents. 

It cannot be denied that the kerosene lamp 
and the keroeene can are active factors of 
death and destruction. Possibly the laws re- 
quiring the inspection of oils are not strictly 
executed. It may be that bad men and igno- 
rant aad careless men sell an inferior and 
dangerous quality of kerosene. There may 
be something in that view of the matter. 
But there is another view. Even with the 
best quality of kerosene it is not safe to use 
improperly trimmed lamps, and itis simply 
suicidal topour oil directly from the can 
upon a blszing fire. When people do these 
things tbey risk both life and property. 

Just how to remedy the evil it is dificult 
to suggest, but heads of families can do 
something in that direction. The best way 
to inaugurate the reform is to take every 
child and servant found kindling a'fire with 
a kerosene can and titkiethem with a hick- 
ory until they are heartily sick of the kero 
sene business. Solongaschildren and ser- 
vants and careless people are permitted to 
fool with intlemmable oils our lives and our 
property are in hourly danger.

A SIGNAL service officer in Philadelphia says 
that a cyclone was never seen as far west as the 
Mississippi. The cyclone is a production of the 
West Indies and is unknown during the summer 
months. During September and October the 
heated tropical currents develop vast rotary 
storms from 500 to 1,5C0 miles in diameter, which 
sweep in a parabolic curve against the South At- 
lat tic coast. The cool trade winds blowing down 
the coast deflect their course and send them 
sweepipg inlend. Passing northward they 
describe their curving flight as far 
as Nova Ecotia and New Bruns: 
wick and then rush with howling force across the 
Newfoundland banks. Someofthem reach Eng- 
land and Ireland. Thesame storm ravages the 
coast of Japan, and is called a typhoon. The 
tremendous breadth of cyclones seldom gives local 
evidence of their circular sweep. Their calm 
centres are much dreaded by navigators. The 
signal service cautions mariners against sailing 
into a “cyclone centre.’’ Thef{atmospliere is al- 
ways striving to retain its equilibrium, and so 
long as parts of the earth get warmer than others, 
sturms will rage. A tornado comes from compar- 
atively cool regions, Sweeping down from the 
snowy desolate wastes of British America 
acI OES Dakota, Montana, Wyoming 
and Minnesota is a cold wind, 
which often sends the mercu)y toS30and 40° asit 
crcsses the border. From the southern states and 
gulf region, a hot wind, sometimes 100°,~flows up 
the Mississippi valley to meetit. The towering 
Rockies hem these currentsin tothe westward, 
and they come together with a mighty rush. The 
warm current rises to escape, the cold air defiects 
downward and with a whirlandaroar a tornado 
cloud gathers. The resultant of the two forces is 
invariably northeast, and the track of death is cut 
through every obstacle. The tornado itself is in- 
visible: its fearful poweris simply atmosphere 
pressure concentrated in a trunk- 
like form. Mathematical calcula 
tion willshow thatthe air revolving within a 
tornado ci ntre develops the terrific speed of 2,000 
miles per hour, exerting a force alike inconceiva- 
ble and irresis.\ible The rotary movement of the 
whirl is upward, upon the principle of a chimney 
flue. Once started, the tornado cloud becomes 
visible from the amount of dust it raises and the 
moisture gathered within it. The rotary motion 
is invariably from right:to left. A tornado cloud 
can descend from a clearsky, as its development 
is emong the higher currents ofair. If it was not 
for its gathering blackness as it reaches the surface 
the aerial messenger might strike an invisibie 
death blow at any moment.

FROHIBITION AND THE PHARMAOISSS. 


The lowa Druggists Claim That They Stand 
py the Prohibition Laws of Their State. 
Mr. John Ingalls, of Macon, president of the 

American Pharmacists association, has received 

the following letter from Mr. George H. Schafer, 

of Fort Madison, Iowa, president of the Commis 
sioners of Pharmacy: 

PRESIDENT’S OFFICE, Commissioners of Pharma- 
cy, for the state of Iowa, August 7th, 1885— Mr. 
John Ingalls, president American pharm icists asso- 
ciation, Macon, Ga.—My dear Sir: Your clipping 
from THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION July 29, “under 


the prohibition law in Iowa, itis said that every 
drug store is a barroom! The druggists are coining 
mouey,’’ etc., ‘duly received. I regret that THe 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, a paper of national repu- 
tation, should give publicity to a wholesale slan- 
der so palpably false, and then to proceed to ad 
minister reproof on this acknowledged hearsay as 
though they were facts, is adding insult to injury, 
but this is not strange when you consider the in- 
dependent position taken by Iowa pharmacists in 
1¢80, and maintained throughout this intermiaa- 
ble controversy ever since. The iuclosed copies 
of letters from the W, C. T. U., and the lowa State 
barmaceuticel association will give you a mild 
dea of the state of affairs at this time, when 
the extremists of all parties are seeking to enforce 
their viewson the approaching party conven- 
tions. either for or against the repeal of the state 
prohibition law, which navurally engenders much 
prejudice and recrimivation, and, but for the 
pharmacy law’s more stringent regulation of the 
eanle of liquorsfor medicine er § ‘with addi- 
tiona! pepalties of revocation of certificates of 
registered pbarmacists’’ who in anywise abuse 
the trust reposed in them for this specific pur- 
pose, the drug fraternity would have come in for 
a greater ehare of these accusations, and in the 
light of experience before the pharmacy law was 
enacted they would have been more justifiable, 
on account of the then so-called druggists using 
the drug business as a cover to sell liquors as a 
beverage, but thanks to the legislature of 1550 
see the pharmacy law, lowa’s legitimate 
ruggists were protected from the 
further encroachments of this class, who 
would not scruple to debase the 
honorable calling ofa pharmacist to that of a 
liquor dealer, 
ut as lowa pharmacists are necessarily pion 
eers in pharmaco-Jiquor legislation, they cannot 
expect to have an easier road than usually falls to 
the lot of those who must lead the way through 
unbeaten paths, but the noble principles at stake 
to free our profession from the cause that gives 
crederce to the slurs that have been heaped 
alike on our fraternity generally through- 
out the land, and the sense of i right 
and truth, the manspring of our course, animates 
alljlaw abiding lowa pharmacists to remains 
faithiul to the principles of the pharmacy law, 
believing they will surely come out of this crucial 
trial and war with opposite ideas with honor to 
themselves and citizens of this state. The supreme 
court has s0 far maintained the principles of the 
pbarmacy law in every contested case—affirming 
its constitutionality, objects, power, etc , ete, The 
only question before them now is whether these 
principles were repealed by implication in 
the so-called prohibition law of 1884

A Dahlonega Gold Mine. 

DABLONEGA, Ga., August 13.—[8pecial.|—It is 
now about thirty years sincéa hardy prospector 
named Duncan succeeded in locating the rich 
vein now so well known toevery mining man in 
Georgia as the *Findley.” It had long been 
known to exist because of the rich placer at the 
foot of the ridge on which it was found, and num- 
erous attempts bad been made to find it. Duncan, 
however, did not derive much benefit 
from his discovery, as he was paid 


the munificentsum of filty dollars. and others 
proceeded to work it until forced by legal means 
to desist, not, however, until they had secured 
meny thousands in gold.

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Scraps and Skeiches of Sumter Oounty His- 
tory. 
From the Americus, Ga. : 

In 1826, nearly sixty yéars ago, there was a 
great big county laid out between the Flint 
and Chattahoochee rivers. From the great 
swap that shuts out the light from Flint riv- 
er’s western ashore, on the eastern side of what 
is now Macon county, across by the head wa- 


ters of Juniper creek, and among the blue hills 
of Muscogee, till it terminated in the impene- 
trable tane brakes of the broad Chattahooches, 
ran the northern boundary. The southern 
boundary ran across by the big bend just above 
Albany, through that fertile and well watered 
country, till it rested on the great Chattahoo- 
chee in the neighborhood of Fort Gaines. This 
was a county indeed, Macon, Schley, Sumter, 
Webster, Stewart, Randolph, Clay, Terrell and 
Lee, as it is now, were made either wholly or 
in part from this huge county. It wasa glo- 
rious land to live in. The soil was fertile and 
the range unexcelled, and one by one the 
hardy rangers passed over the river and erec- 
ted their log cabins in this goodly land. In 
honor of as biave a soldier as ever drew sword 
in the cause of right, the immortal Richard 
Henry Lee, of reyolutionary fame, they called 
it Lee county. 

One by one the new counties were carved 
out, and in 1831, the grand old county that 
bears the nameof another southern patriot, 
who distinguished himself in the war tor lib- 
erty, General Sumter. On the 17th of Janua- 
ry, 1828, A. W. Wheeler came across the river 
and made his camp on Line creek, 
the first settler ot Sumter county. Ina week 
he was tollowed by Jacob W. Cobb, and short- 
ly afterwards Jacob Little, and James Salter 
came over in 1529. A man named Grubbs 
atterward built the old mill that goes by the 
paméof Salter’s, the first in the county, and 
the difliculties which they encountered who 
brought over the miilstones from Macon would 
be deemed ineurmountable in these times. 
Traveler’s Rest was the great crossing place, 
and there a wealthy planter crossed on his 
way to some plantation in Baker county. 
There were no roads, so he made a road as he 
went. Ittcuched at old Pond Town, now 
Ellaville, and passed west of Americus 
threugh the fair plains of Dura and on toward 
the south. It etill exists in places, and is 
kpown as “‘Bond’s trail to this day. 

One of the earlier settlers, Captain C. W. 
Felder, told me how he played a trick on his 
hogs to get them overthe river. They were 
fatand rather independent. He baited about 
forty of them into the large flat terry boat by 
scattering a great deal ef corn into it. Heand 
the ferryman then eased the boat off from the 
shore, and the unsuspecting swine, busy with 
the corn, never raised their heads as they gli- 
ded across the broad river. When they reach- 
ed the western bank, however, the boat struck 
with a bump, and the frightened porkers with 
a wild “gruif!” “gruff!” “gruff!” dashed out 
of the boat, knocking the ferryman down and 
trampling him under foot., Captain Felder 
tried a similar scheme with his cows, but no 
sooner had the boat left the shore, than the 
whole herd stampeded, plunging into the deep 
water, some landing on one side and some on 
the other, but none were drowned. 

Lovett B. Smith was a member of the legis- 
lature when Sumter was laid out. Jacob W. 
Cobb was the first clerk, and held for a long 
time four offices, He was clerk of the superior 
court, clerk of the inferior court, ordinary 
and treasurer. He was a fine penman, as the 
dccuments in his handwriting attest. He was 
aleo accomplished in other branches of Eng- 
lish education, and was a wondertul man, 
greatly beloved as a man and greatly respec- 
ted as an officer. 

John Kimmey was sheriff fora long time- 
A rather small, dark eyed man, brave a3 @ 
lion end generous to a fault. After filling tae 
office to the entire setisfaction of the people 
for a long, long time, he at last had an opp9- 
next, ope Robinson, They fell out about po- 
litical matters, and afight ensued, Kimmey 
shot ard morsally wounded Robinson, saad 
fied to the old hotel which stood on the south- 
west corner of the publicsquare in Americus, 
and crawled under it. There was terrible ex- 
citement over the affair, and Jim Sharon, a 
nephew of Robinson, procured a torch, it 
being then dark, and with a drawn pistol ta 
his band pegan peering under the building. 
At last he discovered Kimmey crouching in & 
gloomy corner, and leveled his weapon as 
though he were aiming at a dog. Kimmey 
oahee Sharon to allow him ashowing, and give 
him a fair chance, but the spirit of revenge 
was too strong, and without a moment's hesi- 
tation Sharon fired, killing Kimmey dead. 
He then fled in the darkness and was never 
heard of any more. 

Jacob Little was tax collector, and a merry 
old gent was he. He would come to Americus, 
get a little tipsey, and meeta friend, ‘hello! 
John, didn’t you pay me over your tax last 
week?” “Oh, yes, Uncle Jake, I paid it, 
(whether he hed or not.) ‘Weil, jest hold on 
a minit, an’ I’li gin you a receipt,” whereup- 
on he would scrawl out a receipt, never stop- 
ping to investigate. He was often imp sed 
upon in this way, but little cared he. “ae 
day he was out splitting rails, barefooted,

To enable the officers to know 
exactly what their duties are the 
marekel hes formulated and furnished 
to eech of them a set of rules which are given 
below. It will be seen that these requirements 
are very strict and that many of them aim at 
what have hitherto been some of the most no- 
tcricus abuses of the. service in this office. The 
instructions complete to the deputy marshals 
are a8 follows: 

Deputy marshals for the northern district of 
Georgia are required to observe the following 
ruies: 

1. The use of intoxicating liquors while on duty 
is strictly forbidden, and will not be tolerated. 

2 When warrants are placed in your hands for 
execution, sou are required to serve them at the 
earliest Opportunity. While you should be firm 
in the discharge of your duties, you must be hum- 
ane in the treatment of your prisoners—always de- 
meaning yourselves as becomes officersand gentie: 
men. 

3 You are forbidden at all times to visit any 
piece of divine worship for the purpose of making 
arreste—norsbould arrests be made on the Sabbath 
except in cases of absolute necessity, 

4. You are required to pay out promptly all 
mon¢cys with which you are entrusted, strictly in 
obecience to orders from this office. Upon failure 
to do so you will be held to answer through the 
courts for such failure, 

5. Your report of service must be made with 
great care, stating the exact distance necessarily 
traveled going; in returning (if in case of-arrests), 
the distance from place of arrest to place of trial. 
You are required to make oath to the service 
cherged for. Receipts for every item of expense 
ir curred in performing any service must be taken 
and forwarced to this office, with report of ser- 
ai where the government is expected to refund 


6 Deputies are required to carry their prisoners 
before the nearest commissioner for trial, so that 
the government may be taved the expense of 
ubLecessary mileage, and the prisoner unnecessa- 
ry ¢xpense iu returning home. 

7 Kach deputy marshal in the northern district 
of Georgia has permission from this office to ferret 
outall violations of the internal revenues laws, 
and under legal process to arrest the offenders 
anywhere ip said district, without regard to coun- 
ty lines or divisions of deputies. 

8. Yousre requived to treat all prisoners hu- 
mane)y while in your custody, aud on no occasion 
will you burt one save in self defense, 

9. When a deputy has been entrusted with war- 
rants for execution and fails or neglects to execute 
the same at the carliest opportunity, said war- 
rants will be recalled and plneed in the hands of 
ot er deputies for execution. 

10. In ajl cases where you meet with serious oppo- 
sition in the enforcement of the law, you must be 
careful to nse every precaution to avert a diffi 
culty, and in no case are you justifiable in taking 
human jife save in self-defense. 

ll. If a deputy deems it necessary to carry a 
weapon atali, lwouid advise that it be carried in 
an opeR Manner, thoughI do not encourage the 
practice at any time. 

12. Deputies must use every means available to 
get their prisoners before the courts at the earliest 
possible moment, as such a course is not only to 
tbe interest of the government, put of the pris- 
over alse. 

13. You sre required in all cases, when goin 
to serve legal writs, to go the nearest route, ona 
serve them in person (when practicable) upon the 
parties to whom they are addressed. 

14. Whena Geputy has been entrusted witha 
wiit Or warrant for execution. and finds itim- 
possible to execute the same, he is required at the 
earliest convenience to notify this officeof his 
failnre, with the cause of such failure. 

15. Deputies will co-operate with the deput 
co}lectois in this district when called upon by such 
deputies for aid, whenever the interest of the goy- 
erpment is to be suPseryed.

Then Hicks expressed a desire to 
buy on credit, but the clerk objected. 
Hicks then sought the proprietors of the store 
end asked if an order from John Brown would 
obtain the clothing. Brown is an industrious 
negro whom Mr. Tate knows well, and he 
agreed to take an order fromhim. Hicks ‘left 
the stcre and in a short while returned with 
an order purporting to be signed 
by Brown. The order was accepted and the 
goods delivered, but soon after Hicks took his 
departure Mr. Tate discovered that the order 
was a forgery. This discovery wae made by 
8n accidental meeting between Brown and 
Mr. Tete. As soon es Mr. Tate ascer- 
tained that he had been swindled he notified 
Chief Conrolly. The chief detailed Patrol- 
man Lynam to investigate the matter. Early 
yesterdsy morning the patrolman found 
Hicks asleep in a house on Decatur street. 
Hicks’ arrest was accomplished without any 
trouble and be is now in the city prison. He 
will have a preliminary trial Monday. He is 
charged with forgery and if reports are to be 
credited, this isnot the first time Hicks has 
tried to imitate another person’s signature.
